O literary mimic, not Bret Harte in his best vein, could 
have written a better take-off of William Dean 
Howells than Mr. Howells has himself produced in Mzss 
Bellard’s Inspiration. Indeed, one is almost persuaded 
that the author, in a sardonic mood, has determined to show 
the unfriendly among his critics what a story would be like 
if it conformed to their descriptions of his work. Mss 
Bellard’s Inspiration is an elaborate elaboration of a 
summer ‘‘episode,”’ 
most statistical manner, carefully denuded of his delight- 
fully inferential estimates of human nature, and at the end 
leading, after careful preparation, to a point that is almost 
exaggeratedly pointless. 


The second series of Shelburne Essays, by Paul Elmer 
More, contains eleven articles upon literary topics ranging 
from the spirit of classic Greece to the temperament of 
modern England, no one of which is without its freight of 
critical suggestion and several of which contain passages 
of sustained insight and beauty. Mr. More, however, is 
critic rather than essayist, and while his papers can be read 
with profit and at times with pleasure, they lack the ultimate 
quality, the perfect blending of acumen and art, which 
make the essay and the sonnet kin. 


The tale which Horace A. Vachell has told under the 
title of Prothers is the life story of two boys, one of whom 
had looks and luck, and the other brains, a conscience and 
an adverse star. The bookis one which from the beginning 
seems to exhale an atmosphere of moral purpose; an atmos- 
phere, by the way, whichis always somewhat heavy for the 
lungs of fiction. When, therefore, at the last neither purpose 
nor moral appears in evidence, one isinclined to lay the book 
aside, with the feeling that an injustice has been done to a 
set of characters whom one has followed from youth to 
middle life with considerable interest. 


The Vicomte Robert*d’Humieres isa Frenchman with 
the somewhat unusual fad of enthusiasm for the English. 
He has studied them at first hand in most parts of the world 
and has written a book about them called Through Isle 
and Empire. Its comments upon the English at home are 
clear-sighted and amusing, and his chapters on the Orient 
are lightly interesting and not at all political. The book is 
one that repays dipping into. 


Arthur H. Vesey’s The Clock and the Key is one of the 
many stories whose most prominent ingredient isa plot. In 
this case a three-cornered race between an Italian nobleman, 
a curio dealer and an American, resident in Venice, to de- 
cipher and follow the cryptic instructions of a medizval 
goldsmith, is the foundation of a story whose excitement

Professor John A. Fairlie’s volume upon 
The National Administration of the United 
States brings together in a logical order and in 
a form equally useful for study or reference a 
mass of information and historical comment 
heretofore rather far to seek in its entirety and 
less easily apprehended in its true impressive- 
ness. The book is a comprehensive analysis of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government, beginning with the 
President, summing up in a few pages the executive powers 
of Congress, and following out into its most distant ramifi- 
cations the network of executive machinery.
